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Brick Hotel Lot Selected 
For Postoffice Building 
Site; $4,400 Is Price Paid 


The lot on Southeast corner of 
Court Square, known as the Brick 
Hotel lot, has been selected for 
the site of Elba’s new Post Office 
building. This news was contain- 
ed in a letter received by Post- 
master W. L. English last week. 
The notice stated: 

‘Reference is made to the 
land sought to be acquired as 
a site for the Post Office at 
Elba, Alabama, 

“You are advised that, under 
date of February 13, 1989, ac- 
ceptance was made of the pro- 
posal submitted by J. M. 
Garrett, Mrs. Laura EE. Rowe 
and Mrs. W. H. Coston, for 
the sale of property situated 
at the Southeast corner of 
Davis and Factory Streets, 
dimensions 150x150 feet, in 
amount $4,400.00, as the site 
for the proposed building.” 

It will be remembered that on 
July 1st last year messages were 
received from Congressman Henry 
B. Steagall announcing that the 
Department had set aside $75,000 
for a Post Office building here. A 
few weeks later bids on sites were 
asked for and when these were 
opened in August a number es lots 
were offered. 

On the last day of AeURt Mr. 
A. S. Hargrove, Inspector for the 
Department, came to Elba and 
gpent several days making a de- 
tailed study of sites offered and 
collecting other information re- 
quired by the Government, 

Although Elba had been on the 
eligible list for several months, 
many expressed the opinion even 
after announcement that the funds 
bad been set aside that it would 
be several years before we secur- 
cd a building. Some went so far 
as to say that it would take at 
least two years to select a build- 
ing site after bids were received. 
These “doubters” have missed 
their calculations and now that 
the sité has been chosen, we are 
getting nearer the goal. 

The hotel lot is ideally located 
for the new building and we feel 
sure will be pleasing to a majority 
of the people of the city. It is 
hoped that before many weeks 
plans will be made to start work 
on the building,

The legislature will have a pub- 
Jic hearing on the new “Equaliza- 
tion’’ measure, now pending before 
the house, on next Wednesday, 
March 1. News that the public 
hearing would be held was receiy- 
ed by The Clipper from Represen- 
tative C, C, Peacock in-a long 
distance message late Tuesday af- 
{ernoon, Mr. Peacock stated that 
he would be very glad to have a 
large delegation from Coffee at 
this hearing. 

This new measure, which takes 
the place of three introduced sev- 
eral weeks ago, has met with stiff 
npposition. However, the admin- 
istration forces were able to pass 
the measure in the senate last 
week by a vote of 19 to 14, The 
bill seeks to replace the present 
board of review with a “Board 
of Equalization” composed of three 
members to be selected by the 
head of the tax department and 
the Governor, ‘The object of the 
measure is to get “More Honest 
Tax Money,” according to sponsors 
of the measure. 

In an effort to ease some of 
the strong opposition to the bill, 
Governor Dixon and other spon- 
sors have tried to explain that it 
will only apply to the large prop- 
erty owners who are not now pay- 
ing their equal share of the tax 
burden, They say that the small 
property owners will not be af- 
fected. The measure is aimed at 
the “BIG” fellow. You've heard 
that one before. 

People of Alabama and especial- 
ly those in Coffee County remem- 
Ler what happened when we had 
“Tax Adjusters” under the Kilby 
administration. “Tax Equaliza- 
tion” does not sound just exactly 
hike the old phrase, but it means 
the same thing. If you, Mr. Prop- 
erty Owner, are satisfied to let 
the power of assessment be trans- 
ferred from Coffee to the capitol 
ir Montgomery, then just keep 
quiet. If you want to join in the 
fight against the tax raising meas- 
ure, plan to attend the public 
hearing next Wednesday and write 
to your representatives and to any 
cther representative you might 
know. 

Coffee’s representative and sen- 
ator are both against the bill and 
are fighting it. Your encourage- 
ment will be appreciated.

RACKETS! RACKETS! RACKETS! 


Editor J. H. Singleton in his “Speaking My Mind” 
column of The Enterprise Ledger last week paid his re- 
spects to a number of “rackets” or schemes which have 
been prevalent in this section during the past several 
weeks, We quote what he says about two of them; 


“Some three or four weeks ago a party of men with 
two cars, one car equipped with a loud speaker, blew into 
town. These men were dressed in snappy uniforms and 
prominently displayed signs proclaiming that they were 
promoting a campaign for safer driving and more rigid 
compliance with traffic regulations, The chief of police, 
doubtless thinking these men were identified with some 
State or National campaign, told them to go ahead—and, 
really, the work they were doing was good. But, lo and 
benold, in two or three days telephones began to ring and 
business men were asked what they thought of the ecam- 
paign and whether or not they were willing to co-operate 
in the work. ‘To make a long story short, what these men 
were looking for was money, and they passed up nobody 
in an effort to obtain contributions, They were working 
independent, not being affiliated with any organization 
except the one of their own making, and so far as is known 
without any sort of authorization from the State or Federal 
governments. They got none too fat in Enterprise, and 


soon moved on.” 


“Wardly a month passes but what some sharpster 
drops in at The Ledger office with some sort of scheme 
by which he hopes to exploit local business men. Usually 
it’s an advertising stunt. Now and then one is good, but 
mostly they are of the kind that seeks to buy space in this 
newspaper at regular rates and then go about town and 
peddle it to merchants at three or four times the usual 
price. The Ledger refuses to be a party to seeing local 
merchants robbed, even though they are not as loyal to 


the paper as they should be. 


The only sort of advertising 


we have to sell is the legitimate sort, and this has always 


been our policy.” 


The Clipper was approached on the last two rackets 
here only after all arrangements had been made and 
business men had been separated from their money. Both 
included advertisements from these business firms on a 
few hand bills which was not worth one-tenth the price 
charged. <A. local ‘organization was supposed to get a 


“cut” in one of these schemes 


, but from what we can hear 


the percentage was so small that many were sorely dis- 
appointed. It always turns out that way. 

In both instances we refer to “The Big Balloon Ascen- 
sion’ and ‘The Beauty Contest.’ Promoters of these 
schemes almost insulted us because we would not open 
the first page columns of The Clipper for about four or 
five dollars worth of free advertising. They “gouge” busi- 


ness firms plenty and then try to “gouge’ 


’ 


us for free pub- 


licity, but we have learned better, 

The Clipper could use more advertising every week 
in the year, but we will have no part in schemes where 
the business people are being held up by these “white 
collar bandits.” Local organizations who wish to sponsor 
some enterprist should have ‘a thorough knowledge of the 
scheme before they take part in exploiting their home 


town people. 


Although local business houses and citizens are not 
loyal in supporting us with advertising and otherwise, we 
will not take part in any scheme to rob them, and’ will 


not permit such abuse if we 


can prevent it.

PETER IN SAMARIA 


LESSON THXT—Acts 8:14-25, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Come ye, buy, and 
eat; yen, come, buy wine and milk 
without money and without price.—Isa- 
fah 55:1, 


Commercialism certainly should 
have no place in the Christian 
Chureh. But in an age that will 
even commercialize a man’s love 
for his mother, it is small wonder 
that the great holy days of the 
Church—Christmas and Easter— 
have become the special object of 
profit-seeking purveyors of every- 
thing from hats to whisky. New 
Year's day, Thanksgiving day, 
Mother's day, Father's day, any day 
at all, becomes just another oppor- 
tunity to take a man’s money, waste 
his time, and possibly to destroy 
his soul, It is high time that intelli- 
gent folk make effective protest 
against such perversion of sacred 
things. 

The Scripture lesson for today 
tells of one who went so far as to 
try to buy the power of God for mon- 
ey, that he might use it to get gain 
for himself, failing to realize that 
the power of God is a gift and to be 
used only for His glory. 

I. Spiritual Power—the Gift of 
God (vv. 14-17), 

The Holy Spirit who is the third 
person of the blessed Trinity had 
called Philip, a layman, and sent 
him forth to preach in Samaria. 
Men and women were converted, 
and when the church at Jerusalem 
heard of it, they sent Peter and 
John to give counsel and help to the 
new converts. Through the laying 
on of hands these received the gift 
of the Holy Spirit even as we now 
receive Him the moment we believe 
on Christ. 

What a glorious truth it is that 
the believer is indwelt by the Holy 


Spirit (I Cor. 6:19). Thus even the 
humblest believer has in Him the 
One who redeems man, gives grace 
for holy living, and empowers for 
service. The greatest power in all 
the world is consequently available 


to every true and yielded believer. 
Gone then are all excuses for weak 
and careless living. Gone is every 
ground for claiming that one can- 


not serve God. The power and 
grace are His, and He gives them 
to His followers as a gift, Christian 
friend, are you giving the Holy 
Spirit of God liberty to infill and 
use you as He will? 

li. Spiritual Power—Not for Sale 
(vy. 18-24). 

Men who put their trust in money 
are prone to think that one can buy 
anything. They say with Walpole, 
“Wvery man has his price.’’ But 
they are wrong. There are men 
and women in the world who can- 
not be bought, and it is even more 
certain that the best things that life 
can give a man have no price tag 
on them—a mother’s love, friend- 
ship, fellowship with God, the Holy 
Spirit’s power—these among many 
others are not for sale. 

Simon, a professed believer, rec- 
ognized that these followers of Je- 
sus had a great power which he 
thought to buy for his own business 
as a magician, His was a very gross 
and blatant effort to do what many 
have done in the Church, and are 
doing today, by more skillful and 
sometimes by under-cover methods. 
There are those who by holding the 
purse strings seek to control the 
message of the preacher, or who use 
their financial influence to obtain 
control of church organizations and 
institutions. Their efforts are 
doomed to ultimate failure, but the 
present harm they do to the cause of 
Christ is appalling. Many a church 
and pastor would be far better off 
if they could rise up and say with 
Peter, ‘‘Thy money perish with 
thee.”’ 

iI. Spiritual Power—for Testi- 
mony (Vv, 25). 

Peter and John set the Samari- 
tan believers a good example by 
permitting the Spirit of God to use 
them to testify and preach the Word 
of the Gord in many villages. The 
Holy Spirit does ‘‘not speak of him- 
self,'’ but guides the believer ‘in 
all truth’ (John 16:13), and His 
primary ministry is to glorify Christ 
(John 16:14). It follows that the 
outstanding mark of a Spirit-born 
and Spirit-filled believer is his de- 
sire to speak of and to glorify 
Christ. 

Such a testimony will be “not in 
words which man’s wisdom teach- 
eth, but which the Holy Ghost teach- 
eth’ (I Cor. 2:13), and will bear 
fruit for eternity. 


A Common Adversary 

Much contempt and hatred to- 
wards erring humanity would be 
averted —and instead compassion 
would be excited—if we kept con- 
stantly in mind the humbling 
thought that we have the same com- 
mon adversary! Indeed, such real- 
ization would elicit prayer in lieu 
of caustic criticism.

tell you again as to when and 


how to plant your sugar cane, 
The same suggestions are good 
for your POJ or your varieties 
of hard cane, The first thing to 
keep in mind is that you should 
plant your cane about the 14th of 
Webruary or as soon thereafter as 
you can, The sooner you plant 
the better your chance is to make 
u good crop of cane, If you can- 
vot do better you can plant your 
cane any time before the sprouts 
ove too long to be moved but late 
cane does not produce very well, 
Please permit me to insist that 
you plant your cane at once if you 
have not already done so, ‘The 
second thing to keep in mind is 
to select a piece of soil where the 
soil is inclined to be damp or moist 
throughout the entire year, Do 
not plant your cane on a clay 
ridge or on soil that is too sandy, 
The sandy soil does not keep your 
cane from making if it is rich 
cnough but it is pretty hard to 
find a deep sandy soil that is 
fertile enough to grow sugar cane, 
What we know as loamy sand is 
the best place for cane if it is 
also damp. If you are growing 
the old-fashion sugar cane you 
should use a piece of fresh land 
for your cane patch, Never use 
Jand that is more than two years 
old for your regular sugar cane, 
Fresh soil is the best, If you are 
planting POJ or similar varieties 
you can use old soil if it is fertile 
und moist, You can grow some 
cane on most any soil if you will 
fertilize it sufficiently but the rich 
damp soil is the only soil that 
will pay in cane, The next thing 
to remember is to break your soil 
thoroughly and as deep as you 
can, Do not turn the soil over 
but break with a scooter or shovel. 
Another thing to remember is to 
put your cane as deep in the 
ground as you can, I like for it 
to be in a furrow so deep that it 
almost looks like a ditch. Of 
course, you should have some top 
soil around your cane for the 
young roots to feed on. Then 
there is the matter of the width 
of your rows and I suggest that 
you have them as wide as six 
feet. I have grown cane in eight- 
toot rows and I find that it does 
better in wide rows. The objec- 
tion to wide rows is that the grass 
and weeds will grow in the mid- 
dies until the tops are long 
enough to choke the grass out. In 
wide rows this will not happen 
until in the fall, which means that 
you must continue to work your 
cane in the late summer, How- 
ever, your cane needs the work 
end 1 still say that wide rows

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are the best, The wider your 
rows are the larger your stalks 
of cane will grow, One large 
long stalk of cane is worth more 
than three or four spindling 
stalks. The big cane strips bet- 
ter, you can handle it faster and 
it turns out a lot more juice, I 
do not know of any good points 
in favor of the small stalks, The 
last question is that of fertilizer 


and it is about the most inipor- 
tant. I like cow lot fertilizer for 


my cane, Do not use horse lot 
fertilizer with your cane and do 
not plant your cane where there 
has been a horse lot, Cow lot fer- 


tilizer will not injure your syrup 


in the slightest if it is used in 
moderate quantities. I like to put 
my cow lot fertilizer on top of 
my cane after I have planted it, 
We plant our cane as soon as we 


can after February 14th and we 
put the fertilizer on it any time 
we can. We also use a little ni- 
trate of soda with our cane, If 
you use soda you should put it 
around your cane the first time 
you work it after you have barred 
itt off. We put the soda in the 
turning plow furrow when we side 
the cane the first time. Do not 
use very much soda as a starter 
iy all you need. We also use 
frome commercial fertilizer as your 
cane needs both potash and phos- 
phate. About 400 pounds of phos- 
phate and potash mixed about as 
you would for peanuts is the right 
mixture, We also put this fertil- 
izer around the cane about the 
time we put out the soda. After 
that you should use nothing but 
cottonseed meal for your sugar 
cane, Every time you work your 
cane is how many times you should 
feed it a new supply of cottonseed 
meal, You cannot use too much 
cottonseed meal. At first you 
should put the meal close to the 
cane but the last application 
should be put exactly in the mid- 
dle between the rows. If your 
soil is well broken it does not 
make very much difference as to 
how you cultivate your cane pro- 
vided you do not cut any of the 
roots and further provided you 
keep the grass down. You can 
make cane without plowing it at 
all if your soil is well prepared 
and if you have the necessary fer- 
tilizer there to do the job. Any- 
body can grow cane if you will 
follow these simple rules. Every 
family in this section needs a 


jarge cane patch and they should 
produce enough syrup for home 
use with some to sell and some 
for mules and cows. If you do 
not grow it there is no one to 
blame but yourself.

Make plans now to grow more 
of your feed, Each laying hen or 
pullet will require about one bu- 
shel of corn per year. If this is 
supplied you will be producing 
ebout 75 per cent of your feed,
